No bids were received at Tues¬ 
day's council meeting for the 
$7600 canyon park swimming 
t ool bond issue. When this was 
announced by City Clerk Dietz, 
A tty. Robert Wygant said it was 
probably due to two reasons, first 
the low rate of Interest, and sec¬ 
ond, the small size of the issue. 
This would not make the issue 
attractive to the bond houses, 
but it might be possible to nego¬ 
tiate a private sale. 

Accordingly the council author¬ 
ized Mayor Lawless, City Clerk 
Dietz and Attorney Wygant to 
offer the bonds at private sale at 
par and accrued interest, in whole 
• part. It was the belief that 
private citizens might be inter¬ 
ested to tal e the tax-free bonds 
at 5 per cent net, in order to 
expedite the pool project. 

Engineer O. A. Gieriich report¬ 
ed that his design for the re¬ 
movable gates for the swimming 
pool had been approved by' the 
county flood control department. 
P a-;, of the necessity of keep¬ 
ing the flood control channel open 
during the flood danger season, 
he said the county would Insist 
that the city agree to open the 
gates at any time on 24 hours 
notice. Mr. Gieriich said he had 
also revised the bathhouse plans 
to comply with suggested 
changes. 

Mountain fire protection was 
provided for during the coming 
dangerous dry season. The coun¬ 
cil voted favorably on the request 
of Ranger V. P. Vetter for re¬ 
newal of the cooperative arrange¬ 
ment whereby Sierra Madre will 
pay $60, Arcadia $40 and the 
forest service about $35 for a 
special patrolman. At the sug¬ 
gestion of Mayor Lawless the 
board recommended the appoint¬ 
ment of Bob Newberry who act¬ 
ed as patrolman at the close of 
the last season and gave highly 
satisfactory service. 

City Engineer Gieriich called 
attention to a part of Park Ave¬ 
nue which was never officially 
named, also to a short dead-end 
street in the old Bluraer tract 
that has no name. The question 
of names was referred to the 
planning commission. 

On account of the continued 
ill health of City Judge William 
C. Shaw, the office of recorder 
was declared vacant by the coun¬ 
cil. Brief discussion failed to 
bring out any likely candidate 
and the matter of filling the va¬ 
cancy was referred to committee 
of the whole. 

Improvement of Montecito Ave¬ 
nue in accordance with petitions 
filed a year or two ago and more 
recent request of property own¬ 
ers. was taken up. The clerk 
was Instructed to cheek over the 
old petition and see if it con¬ 
tains the names of a majority of 
the owners of frontage. 

The council adopted an amend¬ 
ment to the building ordinance 
designed to compel repair or re¬ 
moval of buildings which are un¬ 
safe, insecure, unsightly and 
partly destroyed. ,

Important steps in the Central 
Aven ;e opening and improvement 
project were taken at Tuesday’s 
city council meeting. The law 
firm of O’Melveny, Tuller and 
Myers was designated by the 
council to pass upon the legality 
of all bond issues connected there¬ 
with. 

Attorney Wygant explained 
that the city could designate some 
firm of reputable attorneys in aa- 
vance of advertising the bonds, 
and their opinion on validity 
would expedite the sale. Or the 
bonds could be advertised for sale 
without such an opinion being 
secured. In that event the bond 
houses would make their bids 
j subject to the opinion of their 
attorneys. In either case the at¬ 
torney f.'cs would be figured in 
the making of the bids and the 
cost to the taxpayers would be 
the same in the long run. On 
the recommendation of Mr. Wy- 
-T*nt the arrangement was order¬ 
ed on the basis of three-fourths 
of one per cent of bonds issued.

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THE RACE FOR WATER 

FT4IE race for the water of the Santa 
A Anita basin keeps on with never a stop. 
Arcadia has just installed a new well at the 
Live Oak Avenue plant. Recent tests showed 
the pump produces a normal flow of 217 
miners’ inches. The well is a 24-inch hole 
and 530 feet deep. The average water level 
is almost exactly 100 feet below the surface. 
This well and the older well at the same 
municipal plant pumped 35,500,000 gallons 
of water during February. 

Now Sierra Madre city council has or¬ 
dered installation of a pump of 1500-gallon- 
per-minute capacity at municipal well No. 1, 
a third of a mile north of the Arcadia phint. 
Well No. 2 in which a new pump was in¬ 
stalled a little more than a year ago, has 
a capacity of from 1500 to 1800 gallons per 
minute, or approximately equal to that of 
Arcadia’s newest well. 

Because Sierra Madre’s wells are located 
on higher ground than those of Arcadia, 
the water level, being in the same basin, 
is further from the surface. It is now 158 
feet in well No. 1 and 175 in well No. 2. 

With each addition to the pumping capac¬ 
ity of the various plants, the draught on 
the underground water supply becomes 
heavier. Consequently, the water level is 
receding several feet a year as the demand 
increases with denser population. To be 
sure, we are just now feeling the effects of 
a cycle of dry years. But it is unlikely 
that a cycle of wet years such as the rec¬ 
ords show to be recurrent would match the 
annual depletion. 

Effect on underground water supplies of 
the system of flood control dams is yet to 
be measured. They have not been in use 
long enough to show the effect they are 
bound to have. But they are only a be¬ 
ginning and water conservation is only in¬ 
cidental to their main purpose anyway. 

The rainfall of the Sierra Madre moun¬ 
tain area which is wasted into the Pauific 
Ocean would take care of the San Gabriel 
basin for all time, if properly conserved. 
Boulder Dam water will be a boon to South¬ 
ern California. But the water resources 
right at our doors should not be overlooked.

BOYS WILL BE BOYS—OR ROWDIES 
j T>ECAUSE they did not like two of their 
teachers, four school boys in a neigh¬ 
boring town planned to '‘bump” them off. 
The plot involved accidental shooting in a 
school play. A revolver was to be loaded 
with one blank and four bullets. When the 
I dramatic action called for a shooting scrape, 

; one of the hoys, chosen by lot, was to fire 
the blank at one of the actors and bullets 
j at the teachers, and then claim their shoot¬ 
ing was an accident. 

The age of the boys ranged from 12 to 
14 years. The same gang were found to 
have been implicated in the theft of some 
powder and an explosion at Ross Field which 
1 proved fatal to two boys some time ago. 

The plot failed to work according to the 
specifications of the movies. Various things 
I went wrong and the ring leader disappear¬ 
ed from the town, but was apprehended by 
the police. 

Two things stand out conspicuously in 
the recital and bear their own lessons. 
First, four different boys and one girl were 
able to get possession of revolvers which 
were to have been used in execution of the 
plot. Second, not one of the gang belonged 
] to the Boy Scouts or any of the other boy- 
j welfare organizations which exist in that 
j particular town. 

Isn’t it about time Sierra Madre made 
better provision for its own boys? Boy 
Scout work has been at a low ebb for lack 
of interest on the part of parents and pub¬ 
lic. An effort is now gaining momentum 
to put it on the proper basis. There is no 
better insurance against such juvenile gang 
warfare as that related above.

ONE NEWSPAPER ENOUGH 

M ONROVIA is just now enjoying a 
respite from the epidemic of newspaper 
enterprise which hit that enterprising city 
a few years ago. With a good daily and a 
good weekly already established, a new daily 
entered the field. Then the weekly turned 
daily and there were three dailies—for a 
little while. The Messenger gave up first, 
went back to weekly publication, and finally 
suspended, leaving the two dailies compet¬ 
ing for business in a field big enough to 
support one. Now the two dailies have 
been consolidated under the name of the 
Monrovia News-Post, under the ownership 
of the Copley chain. As a safeguard, the 
name and good wjll of the suspended Mon¬ 
rovia Messenger was also purchased. The 
city and the business are better off. The 
move is in harmony with what has been 
going on all over' the country. The News- 
Post will be able to render its constituency 
better service than either of its predeces¬ 
sors could give.

An equal quantity of canned 
tomatoes at less cost will give 
the same food value to the fam¬ 
ily.
